M Is jubilant today over the ef- 
fect of Mover » apiiearance on the 
stand yesterday. Prosecution con- 
cedes witness favorably Inipreswsd 
the jury and court. 

Charles H. Moyer. besides making 
a positive denial of all the crimes at- 
tributed to him and the other feder 
atlon leaili-m. by Orchard, offered an 
explanation ot the unsolicited appear- 
ance of the Western Federation or 
Miners as defendants of Orchard Im- 
mediately after his arrest at Cald- 
weJi for the murder of Steunonberg. 

Moyer swore that it was Jack Blmp 
klna who engaged Attorney MKIer at 
Spokane lo co to Caldwell to repre- 
sent Orchard, then known as Thomas 
Hogan. and that lit was at the re- 
quest of Simpktn* that the witness 
and Haywood subsequently advanced 
11.500 from the funds of the federa- 
tion to meet the ex|»-n«e of defend- 
ing Orchard At various stages of 
Ihe recital the defenae offered in evi- 
dence a number of documents Includ- 
ing a heretofore undisclosed cipher 
telegram which Slmpklus sent to fed- 
eration headquarters aud the union 
at Silver City. Idaho, covering moves 
protect the federation which whs 
charged with the crime a few days 
after It occurred. 

Moyer Is-gan by saying he not his 
first knowledge of the crime from 
Denver new snapers and that on the 
evening of January I, five days after 
the crime, a telegram In the federa- 
tion's cipher — a code in which cer- 
tain numerals represented the alpha- 
bet and published In the ritual of the 
organisation which wan need ka trans- 
mit the password to local unions- 
came to Haywood from Spokane. H 
h long and the translation w*J dlf 
fk'til! and uncertain, but be and Hay 
wood figured next day it was si.i .! 
by Siiupklns and read: -Cannot g.-t 
lawyer lo defend Hogun Answer 

Mover testified that he was suspic- 
ious about the message, the news- 
papers having already charged the 
crime up to the ledoration and that 
decided to consult John Murphy 
general count*?! for the federation, 
before he took any steps. 

Moyor said that he leTt for Chicago 
I hat afternoon but that Haywood 
look the matter up and opened com- 
munication with the union at Silver 
City and made arrangements to esi- 
gage Attorney Nugent to look after 
the Interests of the federation and 
defend Orchard if neceweary.
